the ground. Mr, Friesen reports 
an 80 to 90 per cent kill of wild 
oats where two pounds of the active 
ingredient per acre was used, with- 
out any apparent injury to the 
crop. 

The second compound known as 


they are in the two leaf stage and 
inhibits or retards growth of the 
wild oak plant. Time of applica- 
tion is fairly critical, being just be- 
fore or at the two leaf stage of 
wild oat development. One-half 
pound of active ingredient seems 
to be about right per acre. 

Growth is suppressed, the leaves 
thicken and turn bluish and growth 
seems to stop and the plants ap- 
pear to be dead. However, three 
weeks to a month after spraying 
the plants revive and recovery be- 
wins, too late for the wild oats to 
mature and set seed. 

At Lacombe the sprayed fields 
yielded around eight bushels to the 
acre more than the untreated 
fields. Further testing will likely 
be in order before these new ma- 
terials are released for sale.
